The battle will be tak en to the as­ 
sembly floor by officials of Ohio State 
university, whose request for $16.160,- 
786, an increase 
of 
$8.307,718 over 
Its current allowance, was cut in two. 
If recom m endations of 
the 
commis­ 
sioners to the governor are unchanged, 
and then approved by the legislature, 
the university will receive $7.9 9 6.9 06, 
a n increase of $1,143,9 38 over its pres­ 
ent appropriation. 
The university’s proposed building 
program suffered most, its request for 
$9 ,458,362 being reduced to $2,725,19 4 
Eleven new building considered neces­ 
sary by university officials went undei 
the k nife.

Currants and go o seb erries, both 
wild and cultiv ated, are resp o n sib le 
for the spread of 
white-p ln e blister 
rust, the disease which threatens to 
destroy much of the v aluable whlte- 
pine timber in the Un ited Sta tes. For 
this reason the currant an d gooseberry 
Industry must be co n sidered in con­ 
nection with the preserv ation of the 
white-pine timber su p p ly . 


N e w Bulletin on Culture. 
In this connection a new bulletin 
treating on the culture of currants and 
gooseberries 
and 
their 
relation 
to 
white-pine blister rust has been issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, 
as 
Farmers' 
Bulletin 
139 8. 
The regions naturally adapted 
to their culture are stipulated and the 
regions in which they are prohibited 
by law are also named, together with 
the best methods to adopt in growing 
these fruits wherev er possible. 
White-pine blister rust on the white 
pines of our forests is caused by a 
destructiv e fungus of foreign origin. 
It must first grow on the leav es of 
currants and gooseberry bushes be­ 
fore it can attack and kill the pines. 
The pines In an Infected area can be 
protected from further damage from* 
the rust only by remov ing all currant 
and gooseberry bushes from the area.' 
Because of the blister rust, the cul­ 
ture of currants and gooseberries is I 
restricted 
or 
prohibited 
in 
regions 
where the eastern and western white 
pines, sugar pines, 
and 
other flve- 
i needle (white) pines are important.

Ab so lu tely Essen tial to 
Hav e Clean Co w Stab les 
The problem of producing clean milk 
in winter is somewhat simplified by i 
giv ing the cow stnb.es a good coat of 
whitewash. 
The following formula 
is recom­ 
mended by F. C. Button, assistant 
dairy husbandman at the New J ersey ! 
College of Agriculture at New Bruns­ 
wick : 
Slake a half bushel of lime In boil­ 
ing water, keeping it cov ered during 
the process. 
Strain this, and add a, 
peck of sa lt dissolv ed in warm water, 
three pounds of ground rice put In 
boiling water and boiled to a thin 
paste, 
one-half pound 
of 
powdered 
Spanish whiting and one pound of 
clear glue dissolv ed in warm water« 
Stir these well together, and let the 
mix ture stand for sev eral day s. 
The 
wash can he kept in a kettle or port­ 
able heater. 
This mix ture is a little 
more 
ex pensiv e 
than 
the 
ordinary 
whitewash, but It is much more du­ 
rable. 
Another 
help 
in 
producing clean 
milk Is to prov ide clean straw for the 
cows at frequent interv als. 
This Is 
absolutely essential for getting clean 
milk when the cattle are standing In 
the sta ble most of the time. 


Utilizin g Ro u ghage 
The present and prospectiv e price of 
feeds and cattle indicate that the i>er- 
son who has plenty of roughage, espe­ 
cially silage, can utilize It to the best 
adv antage by buy ing thin steers weigh­ 
ing 800 pounds or more and make 
them gain 150 to 175 pounds on rough­ 
age with a small amount of protein 
supplement, and send them hack to 
market in the spring to meet the de­ 
mand for fleshy feeders. 
One pound 
of cotton seed cake or four pounds of 
alfalfa per head per day will furnish 
the necessary protein supplement on a 
full feed of silage.

The law requires that every owner 
or harborer of a dog m ust buy a li­ 
cense tag for the same. 
T hese tags 
should he placed on all dogs a t once 
and are now on sale at the office of 
i the county auditor. 
If vou have not * 
j yet secured one for each dog, it is to 
your advantage to 
give the 
m atter 
immediate attention. 
The annual li­ 
cense fees for dogs are follows: 
For 
each male or spayed fem ale $1 and 
for each unspayed 
female 
$3. 
This 
applies to either owner 
or harborer 
and the person who allows a clog to 
remain on his premises is responsi­ 
ble for the licenses. 
If a stran g e dog 
conies to your .place, you m ust either 
dispose of it or be liable for the li­ 
cense. 
These license tags are a pro -' 
tection to the dog owner or harborer In 
the event that the dog should kill or 
injure sheep or other 
dom estic ani­ 
mals. 
(If your dog has been property , 
licensed and 
Is 
destroyed 
within 
forty-eight hours after you have been 
notified of its having dam aged sheep 
you will be relieved of the property 
damage done and the sam e will be pain 
from county treasury. If the dog Is 
ing damaged animals, you 
will he 
ro t licensed and is identified as hav- 
held 
personally 
responsible 
and 
liable for such dam age and it can be 
collected from you. 
The law in re­ 
gard to the licensing of dogs will be 
strictly enforced 
by this 
office, 
by 
prosecution.
